First in a long series of state and 
regional canners’ association conven- 
tions, will begin with the Annual Con- 
vention of the Texas Canners Associa- 
tion, to be held at Monterrey, Mexico, 
September 22 and 23. Following close- 
ly on the heels of the Texas Meeting, 
will be the Florida Canners Association 
30th Annual, October 19-21, and in 
November, Wisconsin, Georgia, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Pennsylvania, and 
Ohio, in that order. The Tri-States 
and New York State will be held in 
December, with the West Coast associa- 
tions meeting in January. 


Even before Texas Canners get to- - 


gether, the National Kraut Packers 
Association Annual Fall Meeting will 
be held September 14 and 15, the 
Pickle Packers October 9 and 10, the 
National Food Brokers Association in 
December, the National Canners, and 
Canning Machinery & Supplies Associa- 
tion in January, and the National 
Association of Frozen Food Packers in 
March. The Convention Calendar on 
another page of this issue, provides 
the details as announced to date.

SURGEON GENERAL— 
INDUSTRY STUDY OF 
VETERINARY INSPECTION 
PROPOSAL SUGGESTED 


In an effort to resolve the conflict 
between the canning industry and the 
armed forces over proposed inspection 
of canning plants by the military 
veterinary services, Maj. Gen. Hugh 
Mackintosh, Director of the Military 
Subsistence Supply Agency, advised 
the N.C.A. Procurement Committee at 
a meeting in Chicago on August 23 
that he will suggest to the Surgeon 
General of the Army that the proposal 
be presented to an industry advisory 
committee for consideration. 

Accompanying Gen. Mackintosh to 
the meeting was Col. T. A. Ward, a 
Veterinary Officer, assigned to the 
MSSA command, and Glenn E. Greene 
of the Purchasing Division. Col. Ward 
represented Brig. Gen. Russell Mc- 
Nellis of the Veterinary Corps of the 
Medical Service of the U. S. Army. 


The committee was unanimous in 
the judgement (supported by repre- 
sentatives of two regional Canners 
Associations) that veterinary inspec- 
tion, as a prerequisite to a canner 
receiving a subsisteace award, is un- 
necessary. 


FDA ISSUES TENTATIVE ORDER 
AMENDING JELLY STANDARDS 


On November 13, 1958, the Food 
and Drug Administration proposed 
that Fruit Jelly Standards of Identity 
be amended to permit the use of cin- 
namon flavoring and red coloring in 
apple and/or crabapple jellies. (Alma- 
nac page 159) Objections to the 
Amendment were filed early in 1959 
and the order was stayed pending the 
outcome of a hearing. 

On the basis of the evidence sub- 
mitted at the hearing, and after con- 
sideration of written arguments and 
suggested findings, the Administration 
published in the Federal Register of 
August 30, 1961, findings of fact and a 
tentative order overruling the objec- 
tions and permitting artificial red 
coloring in cinnamon flavored apple 
and/or crabapple jellies. Interested 
persons have 20 days from August 30 to 
file objections.

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AGRICULTURE 


Condition of Crops 


CALIFORNIA, Aug. 28—Temper- 
atures near normal on North Coast and 
in Coastal Valleys, slightly above 
normal in Northern interior, and above 
normal in Southern half and mountain 
areas. In San Joaquin and Sacramento 
Valleys the picking of cannery toma- 
toes is expanding. Picking of straw- 
berries is active on Central coast, most- 
ly to processors. 


DELAWARE-MARYLAND, Aug. 26 
—Soil moisture supplies are now gen- 
erally adequate over most of the area. 
Harvest of tomatoes for processing was 
70 to 75 percent complete West of the 
Chesapeake Bay. On the Peninsula 
sweet corn harvest is about 80 percent 
complete and over 50 percent complete 
in North Central Maryland. At week's 
end about half of the Peninsula lima 
bean crop had been harvested. 


EASTON, MD.—Aug. 29— Corn 
acreage the same as 1960. Yields on 
early plantings very poor, 114 to 2 
tons per acre. Later plantings picking 
up in yields. Worms bad in late crop 
due to extremely dry conditions. Lima 
bean crop looking normal; expect to 
harvest middle of September. 


INDIANA, Aug 23—Serious dam- 
age caused by heavy hail and severe 
storms in the Northeast section of the 
State, but had only one day of light 
rain in other sections, with temper- 
atures ranging from 60 to 85 degrees. 
Early leaf spot on tomato plants is 
becoming a problem in the state, with 
some areas reporting it a very serious 
problem. First pickings reported Au- 
gust 15 to 29. Full operations. still 
running 10 days to two weeks late. 
Condition of plants fair to good. 


ELWOOD, IND., Aug. 26—Tomato 
crop is looking good except for some 
blight and hail damage. As of this date 
in 1960 tomato receipts were about two 
tons per acre, as against one-third of 
a ton per acre this year. Expect full 
operation about September 5. 


NEW JERSEY, Aug. 28—Temper- 
atures averaged above normal, ranging 
from the 80's to the 60's. Rain nearly 
every day. Tomatoes for processing 
moving in volume. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28—Light show- 
ers in scattered areas ‘Tuesday through 
Thursday, and substantial to heavy 


downpours Friday and Saturday and in 
extreme North on Sunday. In Central 
part snap bean picking slowed by inter- 
mittent showers but heavy volume pick- 
ing continued in the West. Sweet corn 
harvest for processing underway in the 
West and starting in the Central part. 
Tomato picking for processing began 
in the West. In the Lake Ontario area 
sour cherry harvest completed, and 
picking of early apples, peaches and 
pears in this area and in Hudson 
Valley. 


MORTON, N. Y., Aug. 25—Toma- 
toes are late. Early blight has showed 
up in most fields on fireballs. Will 
start canning August 30; started on 
August 19 in 1960. Acreage is the 
same as last year. Unable to estimate 
crop at this time as the bloom for 
the last two weeks did not set. Big 
crop of apples. Very few prunes. 


NORTH COLLINS, N. Y., Aug. 24— 
The acreage of green beans in our area 
is more than last year. Quality of the 
crop is very good and yields are con- 
siderably in excess of last year. Believe 
the State average for machine picked 
beans last year was 1.6 tons to the acre 
whereas some growers have found grow- 
ing conditions so lush this year that 
they are actually getting in some in- 
stances 3 tons and over, to the acre. 
Do believe that many may be surprised 
when the pack is all in to find. that the 
pack is not as large as anticipated. The 
general condition of wax bean crop is 
good too, other than several fields that 
have been lost due to excessive wet 
weather and then turning hot with 
strong sunlight. Believe that the pack 
of wax beans will be down generally 
and will prove to be good property to 
a canner, The general condition of the 
tomato acreage at the moment is good. 
Warm, humid days are needed with 
temperatures ranging in the low 80's 
and not under 60 at night to bring on 
the full red color that we need in our 
tomatoes. Several fields have been 
damaged by excessive rainfall, particu- 
larly in the low lying sections of the 
field. There is evidence of blight in 
several fields. 

OREGON, Aug. 28—Temperatures 
near normal along the Coast and gen- 
erally above normal for rest of State. 
Generally dry and sunny except light 
scattered showers. Harvesting of snap 


beans, beets, peaches, pears, sweet corn 
and cucumbers at this time. Beans b»- 
yond halfway mark with blackber y 
and blueberry harvests past peak. Ba. t- 
lett pears one-third harvested in Hood 
River area and nearly two-thirds in 
Medford area. 


PENNSYLVANIA, Aug. 28—Tem- 
peratures averaging slightly above 
normal with soil moisture now acle- 
quate to excessive everywhere. Corn in 
excellent condition and most areas, 
expect good yields. Late peach crop 
ripening slowly and only half a crop 
expected. However, peaches already 
picked of good size and quality. Good 
clean crop of apples expected as apples 
are sizing nicely. Increasing volume of 
tomatoes being processed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28—Warm 
and scattered showers. Pea and bean 
harvesting nearing completion with 
beet processing in full swing. Blue- 
berry picking nearly completed and 
blackberries now at peak with good 
quality. Tomato picking peaked and 
canning tomatoes now on market. Har- 
vesting Bartlett pears; apples being 
sprayed for mites. 


WISCONSIN, Aug. 25—Weather 
pattern seems to have completed a local 
cycle. In late June needed moisture, 
then the rains came, and now we are 
back in dry weather. Because of lack 
of moisture late plantings of corn are 
beginning to show signs of that lack. 
A good feature, however, is that tem- 
peratures have been below normal, re- 
ducing the need for daily moisture re- 
quirements. Fields now are yielding 
slightly above normal but anticipate 
declines in yields in the later fields. 
Have harvested 37 percent of our 
pack as against 14 percent last year at 
this time. Harvesting of green beans 
is progressing satisfactorily, Yields are 
- below normal but quality is excellent. 
Cool, moderate weather has helped 
harvesting conditions and lack of mois- 
ture is not a problem as our bean 
acreage is irrigated. Have harvested 57 
percent of our crop to date, 


REEDSBURG, WIS., Aug. 21—Do 
not feel that we have an exceptionally 
large crop of corn in the making. 
Started on August 16 and have aver: 
aged just below three tons per acre. It 
is exceptionally uneven with mony 
“throw-outs” reducing the cut per ton. 
Also, maturities are running 10 to 15 
days later than normal, increasing ¢ an- 
ger of frost damage on later acre: ge. 
Nights continuing very cool, dropping 
as low as the high 40’s over the woek 
end. Will need every case of corn we 
can get.

Interest Im New Packs Tapers Off— 
Buyers Evaluate Market — Interest 
Centers On 10’s

NEW YORK, September 1, 1961 
THE SITUATION. — Announce- 
ment of formal opening prices on Cali- 
fornia cling peaches at levels above 
the tentative openings this season, and 
a stiffening market in tomatoes fur- 
nished the highlights in this week's 
canned foods trading here. <A_ fair 
volume of business was booked during 
the period, although activity is taper- 
ing off as the Labor Day weekend 
nears. Market interest in some quarters 
is centering on No, 10s, as the trade 
attempts to evaluate the potentially in- 
creased governmental demands which 


will develop with the call-up of large - 


numbers of reservists and some na- 
tional guard units as the Administra- 
tion beefs up the armed forces in con- 
nection with the Berlin crisis. 


THE OUTLOOK.—With the first 
flush of buying from the new packs 
tapering off, buyers are taking a long, 
hard look at the current price struc- 
ture in the light of favorable pack re- 
ports in some items. This is particu- 
larly true in the case of canned corn, 
where buyers are attempting to evalu- 
ate ‘he effect of an expected pack rise 
in (+e midwest against the influence of 
antivipated heavier government buy- 
ing Distributors in general, however, 
app or inclined to adhere to conserva- 
tive inventory policies until market 
tres shape up more definitely.

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CORN.—Canners in the tristates 
continue to hold standard corn at $1.30 
on 303s, on both whole kernel and 
cream style, with extra standards rang- 
ing $1.40-$1.421%4 and fancy held at 
$1.50 on whole kernel & $1.55 on cream 
style. New pack extra standard whole 
kernel was reported offering out of the 
midwest at $1.40, with 10s at $8.00. 


BEANS.—A fair demand is reported 
for green beans in the tristates, with 
canners offering standard flat cut green 
beans 303s at $1.0214, with round cut 
at $1.0714-$1.10. Extra standard round 
cut lists at $1.15 and up, with fancy 
4-sieve holding at $1.40 and fancy 
French style at $1.55. 

PEAS.—There were no price devel- 
opments reported in new pack peas, 
and aside from 10s, which remained in 
demand, trading was reported quiet 
here during the week. 

RSP CHERRIES.—M idwestern pack- 
ers are reported quoting new pack 303s 
water pack red sour pitted cherries at 
$2.05, with 10s at $12.25 per dozen. 
Eastern canners are holding 303s at 
$2.10 and 10s at $12.50 and up. The 
crop in the midwest ran beyond expec- 
tations, but fortunately for the canners 
a good part was siphoned off by the 
freezers, who now find their market 
showing price weakness. 

APPLE SAUCE.--Only routine re- 
placement buying is reported in apple

sauce, and the market holds unchanged 
with fancy 303s ranging $1.25-1.35 and 
10s held at $7.75 to $8.00 at canneries. 


PEACHES.—Formal opening prices 
were named by a nationally advertised 
brand packer on cling peaches this 
week. On 214s, halves or sliced, the 
market lists at $2.70, which is 5¢ per 
dozen below last year’s level, but 15¢ 
over this season’s tentative opening. 
On 303s, the formal opening was $1.90, 
which is 214¢ below the 1960 opening, 
but 714¢ per dozen higher than the 
tentative opening this season. No. 10, 
both halves and sliced, list at $10, 
which is the same as last year’s open- 
ing and equal to this year’s tentative 
listings. Buyers covered heavily on the 
basis of tentative opening prices this 
season, and the market is expected to 
remain quiet until early shipments 
have been assimilated. 


OTHER FRUITS.—Some additional 
buying interest is reported in fruit 
cocktail, and the market on the Coast 
remains in steady position . . . New 
pack freestone peaches were offering 
at $1.85 on fancy 303s, with fancy 214s 
at $2.85 and choice 214s at $2.60... 
Interest in Bartlett pears is at a stand- 
still as the trade awaits opening prices 
on this season’s pack . . . Fruits-for- 
salad were reported quiet and un- 
changed. 


CITRUS.—Prices for Florida citrus 
juices were unchanged this week, fol- 
lowing the recent general declines in 
both sweetened and natural grapefruit 
juice. A routine demand was reported. 


SARDINES.—Maine sardines con- 
tinue to show strength, with supplies 
on the short side and little likelihood 
of a total pack anywhere close to that 
of recent years. The market is nomi- 
nal, with $10.50 per case case for 
quarter keyless oils the last going 
figure. California sardine packers con- 
tinue to quote 48/Is ovals at $7.65 per- 
case, f.0.b. 


TUNA.—Better buying of tuna has 
developed on the heels of a recent 
price upturn on the Coast, and the 
market appears in steady position, re- 
flecting both a cutback in operations 
resulting from curtailed imports of 
frozen tuna from Japan and disap- 
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pointing returns from the domestic 
tuna fleet. 


SALMON.—Buyers have been cover- 
ing new pack salmon for private label 
requirements, and are deferring vol- 
ume buying of salmon under packers’ 
labels until all returns are in on this 
season’s pack and price levels estab- 
lished. Export buying is again ex- 
pected to be a factor in the situation 
this season. 


CHICAGO MARKET 


Market Active—Canners Pressed To Fill 
Demands—Vegetable Market Strong— 
Fruits Confused

THE SITUATION—It’s an active 
market these days and one that is also 
full of surprises. There has been no 
let up on demand from the trade for 
early corn shipments and canners here 
are hard pressed trying to ship as 
requested and can new pack corn at 
the same time. The pack still looks 
good and local processors should come 
up with an excellent pack. On the 
other hand, tomato processing is pro- 
gressing very slowly as raw stock 
receipts are slim and canners continue 
very cautious in their selling opera- 
tions. The flow of new pack beets 
continues very heavy as buyers still 
have not been able to fill up all the 
holes. The pea market is a strong one 
and it becomes more obvious every day 
that not only will standards be short 
but come next Spring the overall 
situation will be worse than it was 
last year. There are rumblings here 


about lower prices on kraut from local 
sources probably due to pressure from 
the East. However, the general vege- 
table market is one of strength. 

The fruit market has everyone con- 
fused and this probably includes the 
people that pack the merchandise as 
well. In the face ot higher costs, Cling 
peaches opened lower than they had 
for years and the same is true of fruit 
cocktail with apricots at a level that 
buyers normally just dream about. 
Peaches have advanced since then and 
apricots are also on the way up but the 
big surprise this week was lower prices 
on cocktail which every one felt could 
go only one way and that was up. ‘This 
fact, coupled with the recent sharp 
reduction on pineapple juice and a 
very sloppy market on apple products, 
has everyone wondering just where all 
this will end. 


TOMATOES—The average buyer 
here in Chicago is a wiling one when 
it comes to tomatoes but trying to find 
a canner in the same mood is difficult. 
Canning is a slow process at the mo- 
ment and most canners are either on 
the sidelines or selling very cautiously. 
It is a lot easier to come up with con- 
firmation on an order for a few hun- 
dred cases than it is on one for a few 
thousand cases. Standard 303s are 
generally held at $1.35 although a few 
have been sold at $1.30 while ones are 
listed at no less than $1.0714. Stand- 
ard tens and 214s are not yet offered 
simply because most canners still have 
not packed any and they prefer to 
have something in the can before they 
sell it.

MSSA SCHOOL LUNCH PURCHASES 


We are indebted to the Wisconsin Canners Association for the follow- 
ing interesting figures showing purchases or announced requirements 
from the 1961 pack, (fiscal year ending June 30, 1962) together with 
purchases for the three years preceding for the two government agencies 
which are the largest buyers of canned peas, green beans and corn.

little uneasy about current quotatious, 
At the moment most canners are hoid- 
ing fancy tens at $5.85 with 21% at 
$1.75 and 303s at $1.2714. However, 
the boys in New York have been kick- 
ing up their heels and the average 
buyer here has the feeling kraut is 
going to cost less money by the time 
new goods are ready. If it does, the 
trade will be ready to start off the new 
season with some real promotions as 
late September and early October is 
the period they like to feature this 
item. 

PEAS—The trade are a little shocked 
to find a number of canners are very 
reluctant to sell a variety of pea items 
at this early date which indicates the 
kind of market that will prevail later 
on. The tight situation that exists on 
standards has been obvious to all con- 
cerned but when canners start posting 
the sold out sign on fancy and extra 
standard grades everyone begin to 
worry a little more than usual. As a 
result, the market continues strong at 
$1.30 for standard 303s and $7.25 to 
$7.50 for tens with extra standard 
threes at $1.45 and $8.75 while fancy 
threes are held at $1.60 and $9.25. It 
is going to be a long hard fight be- 
tween now and another pack. 

CORN—Shipments continue very 
heavy into the Chicago market as local 
canners wrestle with the problems of 
canning a bumper crop of corn. Re- 
gardless of the trade’s thinking on the 
matter, prices are firm at $9.00 for 
fancy tens and $1.55 for 303s with 
extra standards at $8.00 and $1.40. At 
this early stage of the pack canners 
have run little if any standard corn 
and prices are therefore not available 


Jat the moment. 


BEANS—This market has now 
settled down to something resembling 
a normal interest and movement. ‘1 he 
emply spaces in local warehouses tat 
represented Blue Lakes the trade cid- 
n't have are filled up again and ‘he 
pressure at this point is beginning to 
ease. New York and Wisconsin canvers 
continue to fight for Chicago busir ess 
with the Eastern canners still hav.ng 
the edge in the way of prices. Th re 
has been evidence of price cutting on 
standard cuts from the South wi -re 
the market is supposed to be $1.05 \ut 
it really isn’t. 

PINEAPPLE—The absence of 
strike settlement to date becomes of 
more concern with each passing «ay 
and buyers here have become more 
fearful of a strike possibility than tl.ey 
are of too much inventory. This {ct 
plus lower prices on pineapple ju ce 
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ias stimulated forward buying to a 
uch greater degree than has been 
een for some time. It’s an active mar- 
set. 


CITRUS—Here is a quiet market 
these days, partially because a lack of 
interest in citrus and partially because 
ihe item has been pushed into the 
background by other fruits that are a 
lot more interesting at present. Buying 
is nothing more than routine and will 
not be any different until another pack 
makes an appearance. Prices still vary 
somewhat but the market is quoted at 
$2.25 for grapefruit juice in 46 oz. tins 


with blended at $3.30 and orange at 


$4.10 all unsweetened. 


WEST COAST FRUITS.—Here is 
a market that is anything but quiet. 
First Cling peaches were in the lime- 
light with a rush of shipping instruc- 
tions before canners withdrew. Now 
cocktail has the center of the stage as 
buyers here can now buy this product 
on the basis of $1.90 for choice 303s, 
$2.85 for 214s and $11.00 for tens. This 
represents another reduction on shelf 
sizes but leaves tens where they were. 
Such quotations are lower than most 
of the old timers can remember for a 
long time and it hardly seems possible 


the trade won’: take advantage of the 
situation. Apricots, on the other hand, 
are going up arid it looks like a price 
of $1.75 for chvice 303s either halves 
unpeeled or whole peeled with 214s at 
$2.75. These prices are up 15¢ per 
dozen in both cases. Cling peaches are 
now supposed to cost $2.50 basis choice 
21s with tens at $8.85 but the trade 
just won't believe at this point that 
such prices will hold. A very interesting 
market. 


CALIFORNIA MARKET 


New Pear Prices Higher—Fruit Cocktail 
Weakens—Cling Peaches Steady—To- 
mato And Products Prices Hold Firm

BARTLETT PEARS.—First Cali- 
fornia list reflects the higher grower 
price in spite of lower grower prices 
in the Northwest. With last year’s list 
in brackets, this first opening shows: 
No. 214 Fancy $3.95 ($3.80); Choice 
$3.60 ($3.45); Standard $3.30 ($3.15). 
No. 303’s Fancy, $2.521% ($2.45); Choice 
$2.321% ($2.25); and Standards $2.15 
($2.0714). Tens $13.90 ($13.50) for 
Fancy; $13.00 ($12.60) for Choice; and 
$12.00 ($11.60) for Standard. California 


canners are paying $100 a ton, while 
Northwest grower price settled at $85 
($7.50 lower than growers asked). 

FRUIT COCKTAIL.—A large pri- 
vate label packer reduced prices 214¢, 
5¢, and 10¢ a dozen to $1.1214 for 8 
ounce, $1.90 for 303’s, and $2.85 for 
21's, all choice grade. 

YELLOW CLING PEACHES.—Ac- 
tivity has slowed after first round of 
shipping at the extremely low open- 
ings. Difficult to evaluate current mar- 
ket against the new published prices. 

Advertised brands have indicated 
they will advance to $2.70 on No. 
214's (up 15¢) and they have had heavy 
early shipping. 

APRICOTS.—Overall pack down 21 
percent but total supply only 1 per- 
cent under last year due to heavy 
carryover. Greatest reduction of pack 
was in tens, which have firmed up from 
original low trading. Bargain early 
pricing was well received, and there 
has been a stronger tone on all items. 

TOMATOES.—The California 
tomato production appears headed to 
lower figures, as canners and USDA 
indicate only 7 percent more tonnage 
from 15 percent larger acreage. In

general, canners have resisted extreme 
price offers and have held a steady 
price structure as early production 
quite fully committed on shipping in- 
structions. 

PEELED TOMATOES.—Many can- 
ners will not peel till after Labor Day. 
Tens of all grades holding at 25¢ a 
dozen off list with 303’s and 214’s off 5¢ 
and 10¢ respectively. This puts stand- 
ards at $1.35, $2.06, and $6.85 with 
choice grade $1.45, $2.25 and $7.60 
respectively. 

TOMATO JUICE.—46 ounce going 
at $2.35-2.40 with distant markets ex- 
tremely competitive. 

CATSUP.—Tens holding firm at 25¢ 
off list at $10.50; $9.60, and $8.60 for 
fancy, extra standard, and _ standard 
respectively. Meanwhile brand promo- 
tions on bottles have forced reductions 
by independents of 1214¢ a dozen on 
14 ounce, and 10¢ a dozen on 12 ounce. 


TOMATO PUREE.—Very firm at 
$7.10 for 1.045; $8.35 for 1.06; and 
$9.50 for 1.07, as trade ships from early 
production to replenish depleted sup- 
plies of the large containers. 

TOMATO PASTE.—Here again the 
No. 10 pipe lines are empty as the 
trade ships heavily on 26% at $13.50- 
13.75: 30% at $15.50-15.75. Several 
canners have withdrawn from the 
market pending pack out-turn.
